An Expert T.ll. Mother* How to Avoid 
and Prevent This Scourge. 

The following stateuieut was Issued 
recently by Dr. rharlee F. Bolduan, di- 
rector of the bureau of public health 
education of New York dtj: 

"Infantile paraiyai* la caused by ■ 
very small germ, perhaps the smallest 
germ known, entering the brain and 
aptnal cord of little children.
